MAKING GASOLINE FROM GAS 


Pennsylvania Company Has Erected 
Plant for the 
Purpose—Ship­ 
ments Are Quite Large. 


Out in Pennsylvania a company has 
erected a plant for tho extraction of 
the gasoline from natural gas and has 
contracted for the gas from about 400 
wolls. The wells are small, tho total 
production being less than a million 
cubic feet a day, but they have been 
producing for a long time and as the 
gas comes from a sand 100 feet in 
thickness their life is said to bo good 
for an indefinite time. 
The gasoline 
company puts the gas through its com­ 
pressors and then sells it to a large 
glass factory near by, tho taking out 
of the gasoline not injuring the gas 
in any way for fuel. 
The gas is put 
under 300 pounds pressure to the 
square inch, which forces out the gaso­ 
line, which is carried into tanks and 
blended with naphtha, rendering the 
gasoline safe to ship,- as 'without this 
blending it would bo as dangerous as 
nitroglycerin owing to its high grav­ 
ity, 
Tho shipments of gasoline from 
the plant are running about 120,000 
gallons a month and ton tank cars are 
required to care for the production. 
The same company also has put in a 
high-pressure compressor at the plant, 
which will be used in compressing the 
natural gas into steel flasks under 800 
pounds pressure. It is planned to sell 
this compressed gas in the same man­ 
ner as Blau gas or Pintsch gas is now 
sold.-rWall Street Journal.

the agricultural extension department 
of the Pennsylvania State college on 
the progress of club work among the 
boys and girls of Pennsylvania is of 
special interest. The statistics are as 
follows: 
Twenty-eight counties have report­ 
ed a total of S41 corn clubs, 35 potato 
clubs, .44 garden clubs, 1S7 live stock 
clubs and G64 miscellaneous clubs. 
Definite figures on the number of do­ 
mestic science clubs are lacking, but 
it is known that such clubs are well 
represented. The total number of mem­ 
bers in agricultural and domestic sci­ 
ence clubs reported in tho state is 5,- 
290. 
Ages of club members range 
from eight to twonty-ono years. 
It is with a view to lending aid in 
the advancement of this movement 
that the Pennsylvania School of Agri­ 
culture has designated an individual to 
direct this phase of extension work.

DARNIMG SOCKS AS BUSINESS 


Mild Drudgery of Women Estimated 
Worth Less Than 75 Cents Per 
Day—Cheaper to Buy. 


In an address a New York advertis­ 
ing man said tho biggest field open to 
the business man today was in creat­ 
ing new wants among the people, and 
lie illustrated his contention in this 
way, the Ohio State Journal observes: 
“If stocking makers could convince 
women it was cheaper and easier to 
buy stockings than to darn old ones, 
what a help it would bo to the knit­ 
ting industry. Darning stockings and 
socks is the bugaboo of every woman.“ 
There is a fine suggestion in all this. 
Darning stockings is too insignificant 
an occupation for women of high think* 
ing and simple living. 
It may be a 
useful labor, but it is so tedious as to 
wear the patience out of a good wom­ 
an. 
There is a humility in the task 
that adorns a true woman, but there 
is also a mild drudgery about it that 
crawls all over the nerves and leaves 
a track of worry and impatience. Or­ 
dinarily it doesn’t pay. It is possible, 
if the work was brought down to tho 
base of ordinary wages, the good wom­ 
an wouldn't earn more than 75 cents a 
day and that will buy six or seven 
pairs of socks that will endure two 
wearings. 
Besides, darned socks are 
not much improvement on tho un­ 
darned kind.

racing in its wake in tho vain hope of 
“hooking“ a ride. 
Motion, however— 
evon so little of it as this—has a way 
of monopolizing our attontion from 
everything elso. It sot me to thinking 
about speed; wondering, in particu­ 
lar, how motor cars and swallows aud 
self-propelled 
humans compared in 
tho world’s record. 
I got down a 
newspaper almanac, a pad of paper, 
and a pencil, and began to enliven 
somo slow moments by tracing the 
dizzy evolution of speed. 
Tho standing of tho self-propelled 
human, I soon enough discovered, was 
pitifully low in tho averages’. 
In his 
lightest apparel and 
favored with 
spiked shoes and a well-rolled track of 
cinders, the host that tho best man 
among us can run a mile in is at a 
rate that would carry hint only 14 
miles an hour. 
Even if human mus­ 
cle could maintain for an hour the 
pace of a world’s championship 100- 
yard dash, our record would be only 
21 miles and a small fraction. 
But see how man’s pride and his 
lust for speed have urged him to ex­ 
pedients. Mounted on tho best of race 
horses ho has managed to have him­ 
self propelled for a mile at a rate of 
nearly 40 miles an hour. 
By inventing tho bicycle ho then 
rtjsed the rate at which ho could 
cover a mile at a speed of 54 1-3 milc3 
an hour. 
The motor cycle almost 
succeeded in doubling this pace. 
Its 
rato for tho mile is 100. 
9 
Meanwhile, 
man 
was 
developing 
other inventions. In a locomotive ho 
attained a speed, over a short course, 
of 120 miles an hour. IIo experiment­ 
ed with flying machines, until in tho 
fastest monoplanes he managed to hurl 
himself through tho air at a rato of 
six and one-half more miles an hour 
than he had been able to force out of 
a railway engine. This rato is enough 
to make tho brain reel, but think, next, 
ot the terrific speed at which he has 
driver a motor car—142.8 miles an 
hour. 
Cause for congratulation truly, but 
not yet enough to allow him to crow; 
for, even with this, man has not be­ 
come the speed king of creation. 
Hawks and vultures, our scientists 
say, can attain a speed of 150 miles 
an hour. And not only can they pass 
up 
in 
short-distance 
swoops 
and 
spurts; they also can maintain their 
greater speed over long courses. On 
an air route from ‘Antwerp to Com- 
piegno, a swallow—no picked athlete, 
either, but (supposedly) a common, 
homebody bird, eager to get back to 
the family chimney—flew 140 miles 
the other day at an average speed of 
128 miles an hour. 
No world’s clmm- 
tion motor car or monoplane has a 
record that compares favorably with 
this for such a distance. 
Man is swiftly progressing; he can 
motor a mile now at a speed ten 
times as fast as he can run it; and 
he may yet become the speed king of 
creation, But meanwhile—and this is 
what galls him—he has to take off his 
hat to an ordinary little twittering 
BwalJow.-^-Oharles Phelps Cushing, in 
Now York Evening Post.

Friends of Mr. Doersom have noticed a 
growing tendency to melancholy the past 
year. This was aggravated by a spell of 
heart trouble at the home of his brother, 
in York, just a week ago, when his life was 
despaired of. He rallied, and on Satur- 
day evening came to the residence of Mr. 
King, between 6 and 7 o'clock. The fam- 
ily noticed that he was in a highly nervous 
state. They retired about 10 o'clock. 


Sunday morning Mr. and Mrs. King 


arose about 6 o'clock and went to the 
barn to do their morning work. It is pro- 
bable that during their absence from the 
aouse the deed was done. When they re- 
turned Mrs. King heard a moaning noise 
and investigating found Mr. Doersom ly- 
ing upon the bed, disrobed, with a bullet 
wound in his forehead and the revolver 
with the other chambers loaded lying be- 
side him.

"I had a very unhappy childhood, as 


my mother never forgave me for being 
born a girl, not even up to the time o'.

"Our beautiful home at Gravenhursl 


had to be sold and with it many of it* 
world famed art treasures, including 
gifts from Marie Antoinette to the 
Lord Auckland of that time, who wa- 
nmbassador to France. 


"I found that unless I worked we 


could not keep our eldest son at Eton 
and to take him from there at that 
time would have ruined his career. 


"I went to work as designer to a 


large electrical firm and remained with 
It until I got a better position with 
a well known firm of metal workers in 
London. By this means I succeeded in 
keeping my oldest boy at Eton until he 
left in the ordinary course for the 
examinations for the army. 


"Shortly after this time our dear old 


aunts died, and we were once again 
comfortably off and bought a heavenly 
place in the Isle of Wight. This house 
formerly belonged to Dickens, and here 
he -wrote many of his works. The 
house -was low, with a velvet lawn 
sloping to the edge of the steep cliff 
overlooking the channel. 
From this 


place we saw the Olympic pass and the 
111 fated Titanic on her fatal voyage.

I was only second fiddle 
so my son and I made up our minds tc 
come to America, where he decided to 
take up aviation. 


"My oldest son was killed at St EloL 


near Ypres, on March 1,1915, with two 
of his brother officers while leading 
their detachment to take some trench- 
es. He was a lieutenant In the Six- 
tieth Royal rifles, having been appoint- 
ed to that regiment by King George 
In 1013 after he had passed through 
lie Military college at Sandhurst"

GOOD THINGS FOR TABLE. 


Tho tough ends of steaks are a 
problom 
with 
housekeepers. 
Hero 
is one way of w r ­ 
ing them. Chop rm* 
thor coarsely, cook 
in a little butter* 
dredge with flour, 
add seasonings and 
cream, when 
hot 
serve with baked 
potatoes. 
Codfish 
Puffs. — Mix codfish and 
mashed potatoes as for codfish balls, 
place in a buttorod baking dish, brush 
with the whito of an egg and brown 
in a hot ovon. 
Serve from the dish 
in which it was baked. 
Carrots are good cooked until ton- 
der, thon mashed and seasoned with 
a little lomou juice and rind, using 
plenty of butter and a few dashes of 
cayonne. 
Serve garnished with pars­ 
ley. 
Any leftovor cake may bo steam ed 
and served with a cold or hot custard, 
making a nice, simple and easily pre- 
pared dessert. 
Queen 
Pudding,—Heat 
throo-fiuar- 
ters of a cupful of milk, add tho beat­ 
en yolks of throe eggs, throe table­ 
spoon fuls of sugar and three table­ 
spoonfuls of chopped raisins. 
Add 
two toaspoonfuis of gelatin to a half 
cupftil of hot water and add to the 
first mixtxiro. 
WhLle still warm add 
tho boaten whites of the eggs, flavor 
with vanilla and put into a mold. 
Servo with cream. 
Nut Cream Pie.—In a double boil- 
or cook a cupful of milk with a cup­ 
ful of sugar. Add the yolks of three 
eggs and a tablespoonful of flour, 
then tho juice of a lemon and half a 
cupful of peacan nut meats, chopped. 
Bake a single crust and pour in the 
nut filling; cover the top with a me­ 
ringue made of tho whites of the eggs. 
Brown and serve cold. 
Orange 
Preserve.—Wash 
oranges 
and cut them in slices a fourth of an 
inch thick, cover with cold water, a 
pint to each orange, and let them 
stand 24 hours. 
Cook them in tho wa­ 
ter until tender but not soft, add one 
pound of sugar and the Juice of a 
lemon for each orange. 
Cook until 
transparent. 
Place in glasses and 
cover with paraflin. A slice of this 
preserve with a ^ littlo of the sirup 
makes plain ice "cream appear very 
stylish.

pounds of dates removing all the fiber. 
Cut three oranges in thin slices after 
removing all the pooling. 
Mix a cup­ 
ful each of chopped apple and celery 
and half the dates with any good salad 
dressing. 
Place the center slice of 
orange on a bed of lettuce, spread with 
the apple mixture and cover with the 
next slice in size, then another layer 
of apple and dates and another slice. 
Top the salad with a generous spoon­ 
ful of mayonnaise. 
Fruit Salad.— Wash and cut in strips 
a pound of figs, 
Remove the pulp 
from two oranges without breaking 
tho sections; slice threo bananas, cov­ 
er with a tablespoonful of lemon juice, 
mix all together and serve with a few 
sliced nuts on lettuce with any de­ 
sired dressing. 
Pineapple Salad.—Take a can of 
grated pineapple, mix with a cupful 
of whjte-grapes, seeded and peeled; a 
half a cupful of pecans, broken in bits; 
a cupful of marshallows, cut in quar­ 
ters; a cupful of whipped cream, to 
which two tablespoonfuls of boiled 
dressing has been added; served in 
red apple cups Is a most delightful 
salad in both appearance and taste.
